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COMITE 1 - DISARMAMENT 

MYRDAL (SWEDEN) INTRODUCED IN COMITE NOV. 5 REVISED DRAFT RES 
(L. 650/REV. 1) ON QUESTION OF NAPALM AND OTHER INCENDIARY 
WEAPONS. STATEMENTS ON DISARMAMENT ITEMS WERE MADE BY REPS 
CZECHOSLOVAKIA, GHANA, MEXICO, SPAIN, LIBERIA, AUSTRALIA, 

MONGOLIA, ZAMBIA AND ECUADOR. 

VEJVODA (CZECHOSLOVAKIA) WAS SURPRISED ABOUT REPORT THAT US 
ARMY PLANNED PRODUCE NEW NERVE GAS WHICH WOULD ENABLE US 
TO MAINTAIN ITS RETALIATION POWER, NOTED PRODUCTION OF GAS TO 
BE STARTED AT PINE BLUFF IN 1977, AND EXPRESSED OPINION ALL 
PROPOSALS AND WORKING PAPERS ON CW PRESENTED TO CCD SHOULD BE 
CONSIDERED IN DETAIL AT CCD S NEXT SESSION WITH VIEW TO 
ELABORATING DRAFT AGREEMENT. HE SPOKE FAVORABLY OF VIENNA 
NEGOTIATIONS, CCD, AND SOV ROB PROPOSAL. 

BOATEN (GHANA) SAID THERE WAS "SHOCKING PICTURE OF NON- 
COOPERATION" ON WDC BY SOME NUCLEAR POWERS (MENTIONED US), 

BUT THOUGH PREPARATORY COMITE SHOULD MAKE CONCRETE PROPOSALS 
FOR HOLDING CONFERENCE IN 1975. HE ENDORSED CHINESE VIEW EDC 
SHOULD GIVE PRIORITY TO QUESTION OF CONTAINMENT OF RISK OF 
NUCLEAR WAR. HE URGED FRANCE AND GHINA TO ADHERE TO PARTIAL 
TB TREATY AND TO NPT, AND URGED USSR ACCEPT PROTOCOL ON LA 
DENUCLEARIZATION. EVENTS IN PAST MONTH, CULMINATING IN 
SOVIET THREAT TO SEND MILITARY FORCE TO ME TO ENFORCE SC 
CEASEFIRE RES AND PLACING OF US FORCE ON ALERT SHOULD FORCEFULLY 
BRING HOME TO ALL HOW FRAGILE WORLD PEACE IS, HE SAID. 

HE SAW NEED TO HAVE MAJOR POWERS ACCOUNTABLE TO INTERNATIONAL 
COMMUNITY IN REGARD TO DISARMAMENT. IN HIS VIEW, BASIC 
CAUSES OF CONFLICT, FEAR AND INSECURITY, SUCH AS COLONIALISM, 

RACISM, FOREIGN DOMINATION AND INTERFERENCE COULD BE IGNORED ONLY AT 
WORLD S PERIL. 

GARCIA ROBLES (MEXICO) SPEAKING ON URGENT NEED FOR SUSPENSION OF 
NUCLEAR TESTPNG, SAID IT WAS NO MYSTERY NUCLEAR POWERS KEPT 
TURNING "DEAF EAR" TO GA. HE WAS CONVINCED THERE WAS NO 
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VALID REASON WHY ALL NUCLEAR WEAPONS TESTS IN ALL ENVIRONMENTS 
COULD NOT BE PROHIBITED. HE PLANNED SUBMIT DRAFT CTB RES 
NOV. 6. 

ELIAS (SPAIN) HOPED THERE WOULD BE BALANCED REDUCTION OF 
FORCES IN EUROPE AND THAT IT WOULD BE EXTENDED TO "PERIPHERY 
OF EUROPEAN CONTINENT," AND IDEAS ON MAKING INDIAN OCEAN 
ZONE OF PEACE AND COOPERATION WOULD SERVE AS MODEL FOR OTHER 
OCEAN ZONES. HE SAID MILITARY BASES IMPOSED AGAINST WILL OF 
COUNTRIES CONCERNED SHOULD BE URGENTLY CONSIDERED AS CHARTER 
VIOLATION. ELIAS NOTED ROMANIAN PROPOSAL FOR DENUCLEARIZED 
REGION IN BALKANS. 
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DOSUMU- JOHNSON (LIBERIA) STATED THAT "NOTWITHSTANDING 
FRAILTIES, FRUSTRATIONS AND DEFECTS - COLD-WAR ROADBLOCKS 
UN WAS MAKING STEADY PROGRESS "DEVELOPING APPROPRIATE TECHNIQUES 
IN COOPERATPON FOR COMMON AIMS OF PEACE AND SOLIDARITY." 

HE ADDED "WE MUST ADOPT CONVENTIONS AND TREATIES BANNING 
WEAPONS OF CERTAIN CATEGORIES, BUT IN ABSENCE OF CONFIDENCE, 

THEY MAY BE SUBSTITUTED BY OTHERS MORE SOPHISTICATED AND 
DANGEROUS." LIBERIA FAVORED WDC IN HOPE IT WOULD SERVE AS 
CATALYST FOR VARIOUS VPEWPOINTS. IT WOULD BE SAID IF NUCLEAR 
POWERS REFUSED TO PARTICIPATE. 

MCINTYRE (AUSTRALIA) OPPOSED ALL FORMS OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS 
TESTING, SPOKE OF AUSTRALIA'S DEEP CONCERN AT ACTIONS OF TWO 
PERM SC MZMBERS IN TESTING WEAPONS IN ATMOSPHERE IN AND AROUND 
PACIFIC REGION, NOTED ICJ RULED IN FAVOR OF GOA'S REQUEST FOR 
INTERIM MEASURES OF PROTECTION, AND PRODOUNDLY REGRETTED STATE 
IN QUESTION CONDUCTED FURTHER NUCLEAR TESTS. 

MYRDAL (SWEDEN), INTRODUCING REVISED DRAFT RES ON NAPALM, 
EXPLAINED CHANGES WERE MADE TO ENSURE THAT DIPLOMATIC CONFERENCE 
WAS NOT UNDULY BURDENED BY ONE ISSUE AND TO LAY DOWN PROCEDURES 
FOR SYG TO REPORT TO GA REGARDING CONFERENCE'S WORK. 

DUGERSUREN (MONGOLIA) SAID GA SHOULD MAKE SPECIAL APPEAL 
FOR NUCLEAR AND NEAR-NUCLEAR STATES WHICH HAD NOT DONE SO TO 
ACCEDE TO OR RATIFY NPT. IN HIS VIEW, BANNING CW SHOULD BE 
DEALT WITH IN CCD. SOCIALIST DRAFT WAS SUITABLE BASIS FOR 
CW AGREEMENT, AND JAPANESE WORKING PAPER WAS SUBSTANTIAL 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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CONTRIBUTION, BUT INDICATIONS WERE CERTAIN WESTERN POWERS, 

US FIRST OF ALL, NOT PREPARED TO AGREE TO PROHIBITION CW. 

HE COMMENDED SOV ROB PROPOSAL AND SAID CCD SHOULD DEAL WITH 
NAPALM QUESTION. HE SUGGESTED TALKS ON REDUCTION OF 
FORCES AND ARMAMENTS IN CENTRAL EUROPE MIGHT PROVIDE LEAD 
TO OTHER REGIONAL REDUCTIONS. UNDERGROUND NUCLEAR TESTING 
CONTINUED BECAUSE OF LACK OF POLITICAL DECISION ON PART 
CERTAIN WESTERN POWERS, ESPECIALLY US, HE STATED. 

LUSAKA (ZAMBIA) SUGGESTED IMMEDIATE CHANGE FROM EXISTING 
SYSTEM OF SUPERPOWER CO-CHAIRMANSHIP OF CCD, AND SAID WAYS 
MUST BE SOUGHT TO INCLUDE IN CCD TWO NUCLEARS STILL OUTSIDE. HIS 
DEL FAVORED HOLDING WDC, BUT PARTICIPATION OF ALL NUCLEAR 
STATES MUST BE ASSURED. HE THOUGHT NPT GROSSLY DISCRIMINATING 
FOR IT ALLOWED PERPETUATION OF DANGEROUS MONOPOLY. COOPERATION 
OF GREAT POWERS AND OTHER INTERESTED COUNTRIES WAS VITAL IF 
AD HOC COMITE ON INDIAN OCEAN WAS TO SUCCEED. 

ALEMAN (ECUADOR) NOTED TESTING WAS LEADING TO ENVIRONMENTAL 
DANGERS AND SHOULD BE ENDED. HE THOUGHT DIPLOMATIC CONFERENCE 
IN SWITZERLAND NEXT YEAR WOULD BE GOOD OPPORTUNITY TO CONSIDER 
PROHIBITION OF NAPALM AND OTHER INCENDIARY WEAPONS. 
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SPECIAL POLITICAL COMITE - UNRWA REPORT 
COMITE NOV 5 BEGAN CONSIDERATION OF UNRWA AS RENNIE, 
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COMMISSIONER-GENERAL OF UNRWA, INTRODUCED ANNUAL REPORT 
(A.9013) AND OLCAY AND ARVESEN, CHAIRMAN AND RAPPORTEUR 
RESPECTPVELY OF UNRWA WORKING GROUP, MADE STATEMENTS. 

RENNIE SAID DRASTIC REDUCTIONS IN SERVICES TO REFUGEES, 
PARTICULARLY EDUCATIONAL PROGRAMS, NECESSARY IF PRESENT AND 
PROJECTED DEFICITS NOT ELIMINATED BY INCREASES IN 
CONTRIBUTIONS ;HE ASKED FOR ADVICE WHETHER HE SHOULD REDUCE 
PROGRAMS OR TAKE "EVEN MORE DRASTIC MEASURES" SINCE 
MAINTAINING PROGRAMS WITHOUT NECESSARY FINANCES "UNTIL 
AGENCY COLLAPSED IN CHAOS" WOULD BE UNACCEPTABLE. HE HOPED 
"DISASTEROUS CONSQUENCES THAT MAY ENSUE IF IT (FINANCIAL 
SITUATION) IS NOT REMEDIED ARE FULLY APPRECIATED." RENNIE 
DESCRIBED AGENCY'S THREE MAIN PROGRAMS - RELIEF, HEALTH, 

AND EDUCATION. HE NOTED SOME MISCONCEPTIONS ABOUT PALESTINE 
REFUGEE CAMPS AND SAID THEY ARE NOT SURROUNDED BY BARBED 
WIRE, NOT UNDER PERPETUAL CURFEW, AND REFUGEES CAN NORMALLY 
ENTER AND LEAVE AT WILL. HE REPORTED ON EFFECT OF ME WAR ON 
UNRWA REFUGEES AND ACTIVITIES: 8 REFUGEES KILLED, 12 
INJURED, ALL IN SYRIA; $25,000 DAMAGE TO UNRWA INSTALLATIONS; 

$250,000 ADDED COSTS FOR TRANSPORTATION, FUEL, AND SUPPLIES. 

OLCAY INTRODUCED WG'S REPORT (A/9231) AND SAID RESPONSE TO FUND 
RAISING NOT ENCOURAGING. HE FEARED FUTURE HISTORIANS WOULD 
DESCRIBE EFFORTS TO AID REFUGEES AS "IRRESPONSIBLE AND 
INTRANSIGENT INDIFFERENCE". HE SAID SOME IMPROVEMENT 
IN FINANCIAL POSITION OF 1972 BUT DOLLAR DEVALUATION, 

ACCELERATING INFLATION AND INCREASED PRICE OF FLOUR HAD RETURNED

HE URGED MEMBER GOVERNMENTS TO FOLLOW UP ORAL AND POLITICAL 
SUPPORT "FOR JUST CAUSE WITH HARD CASH."

COMITE NOV 5 CONCLUDED DEBATE OF UNCTAD REPORT BY HEARING 
STATEMENTS BY REPS OF BURUNDI AND BRAZIL; PEREZ-GUERRERO 
(UNCTAD) REPLIED TO POINTS RAISED IN DEBATE. NEW ZEALAND 
UNCLASSIFIED

TO GIVE BROADCASTING STATION TO NAMIBIAN LIBERATION MOVEMENT. 
MEXICO AND CANADA NOTED SA'S STATEMENT THAT NAMIBIA WOULD 
EXERCISE SELF-DETERMINATION WITHIN TEN YEARS AS MODEST BUT 
POSITIVE SIGN. UGANDA SAID RE NAMIBIA, UN WAS ON TRIAL. 

MADAGASCAR. RATHER THAN CONDEMNING CERTAIN POWERS, APPRECIATED 
EFFORTS OF SOME DELEGATIONS. BRAZIL SAID NAMIBIA'S PROGRESS 
TOWARD INDEPENDENCE SLOW BECAUSE OF SA'S FRAGMENTATION OF

INFO PRETORIA) 

COMITE 5 - UN PREMISES, POST ADJUSTMENT 

COMITE NOV. 5 REQUESTED SYG TO EXPEDITE TRANSFER OF HR DIVISION 
TO GENEVA BY APPROVING, 62-21(US)-19, 12-POWER RES (L. 1 122). 

THERE WAS NO OBJECTION TO NOTING WITH APPRECIATION INSPECTORS 
REPORT ON ACCOMMODATIONS IN GENEVA AND COMITE CONCURRED IN 
ACABQ RECOMMENDATIONS IN A/9008/ADD.2 AND IN VARIOUS 
RECOMMENDATIONS ON OTHER ASPECTS OF UN ACCOMMODATIONS IN 
SAME DOCUMENT. SECT. 33 AS WHOLE WAS APPROVED 73(US)-0-9(SOV 
BLOC). COMITE BEGAN DISCUSSION OF SYG'S PROPOSAL 
TO CONSOLIDATE FIVE CLASSES OF POST ADJUSTMENT INTO BASE SALARY 
SCALES, AND WILL CONTINUE DISCUSSION NOV. 6 AND ALSO TAKE UP 
FIRST READING OF BUDGET SECTION COVERING ADMINISTRATION, 

MANAGMENT AND GENERAL SERVICES, AND REPORTS ON ELECTRONIC 
DATA PROCESSING AND AMS. 
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DEBATE ON SECT. 33 BEGAN WITH YEMEN INTRODUCING MODIFICATION

"URGES 1 ' TO "REQUESTS" AND ADDING PHRASE THATHCOMITE 5 NOTES 
SYG REPORT. MEXICAN REP PROPOSED LA AMENDMENT WHICH WOULD HAVE 
COMITE ACCEPT FINANCIAL IMPLICATIONS OF TRANSFER, BUT SPONSORS 
OF ORIGINAL 

DRAFT RES OPPOSED IT AND MEXICO WITHDREW AMENDMENT. MANY

FOLLOWING ROLL CALL VOTE ON RES AND OTHER DECISIONS CONNECTED 
WITH SECT. 33, CHAIRMAN STATED REVISED ESTIMATES ON INCREASED 
COTS IN GENEVA CONSTRUCTION WOULD BE SUBMITTED TO COMITE LATER. 
TOTAL AMOUNT APPROVED UNDER SECT. 33WAS $18,828,000. 

COMITE THEN TURNED TO BUDGET SECT. 28 (ADMINISTRATION AND 
MANAGEMENT), AND TOOK UP QUESTION OF INCORPORATION OF VIE POST 
ADJUSTMENTS INTOHBASE SALARY SCALE AS PROPOSED IN A/C.5/1517. 

ACABQ CHAIRMAN EMPHASIZED THAT CONSOLIDATION OF POST ADJUSTMENTS 
WOULD NOT INCREASE PENSIONABLE REMUNERATIONS NOR WOULD THERE BE 
ANY INCREASE OF TAKE-HOME PAY OF STAFF MEMBERS WITH DEPENDENTS. 
CHANGE-OVER WILL AFFECT TAKE-HOME PAY OF STAFF WITHOUT DEPENDENTS 
AND CERTAIN SEPARATION PAYMENTS FOR NET COST OF ABOUT $3.5 MILLION. 
$871,000 IN HIGHER PENSION REMUNERATIONS WOULD HAVE OCCURRED 
IN ANY EVENT. ACABQ ASSUMED DECISION WOULD NOT VILATE PARA 2 
OF FA RES 2742(XXV). 

BELGIAN REP THOUGHT QUESTION SHOULD BE TAKEN UP BY NEW ICSC AND 
PLANNED ABSTAIN ON ACABQ RECOMMENDATIONS. USSR REP, IN 
LONG SPEECH. CRITICIZED ENTIRE MEANS OF CALCULATING POST 
ADJUSTMENTS. HE ALSO DEPLORED HZAVY FINANCIAL IMPLICATIONS OF 
MOVE, WHICH HE CONSIDERED UNJUSTPFIED ANDHASTY. HE 
ARGUED COMITE 5 HAD NO RIGHTHTO TAKE ACTION WITHOUT GOING 
THROUGH ICSC AND ASKED THAT MATTER BE POSTPONED UNTIL 29TH GA. 

UPPER VOLTA DEL QUESTIONED WHETHER IT WAS ABSOLUTELY NECESSARY 
TO DECIDE ON MATTER THAT SHOULD BE REFERRED TO ICSC AND ASKED 
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FOR SYG STATEMENT ON QUESTION OF URGENCY. HE PROPOSED THAT 
COMITE APPROVAL BE PROVISIONAL.

COMITE NOV 5 CONTINUED CONSIDERATION OF UNCITRAL REPORT. 

MOST REPS SAW URGENT NEED TO DEVELOP INTL REGULATIONS GOVERNING 
MULTINATIONAL CORPORATIONS AND HOPED UNCITRAL WOULD TREAT 
MATTER ON PRIORITY BASIS. SEVERAL REPS SUGGESTED CLARIFYING
